Dr. Powell Receives Honorary Degree 


Dean Powell recently received the honorary degree 
of doctor in divinity from his alma mater, the Vir- 
ginia Seminary. The following notation by the 
seminary explains the many achievements which 
brought to Dean Powell this high honor: 


“Herbert Harry Powell. Dean of the Church Di- 
vinity School of the Pacific. Born in Wilkes-barre, 
Pennsylvania, in 1873. He won his master’s degree 
from George Washington University, his doctorate in 
philosophy from the University of California, the 
doctorate of sacred theology from the General Theo- 
logical Seminary in course. From his graduation 
from this seminary in 1901 he has been an impor- 
tant figure in the Diocese of California and in the 
Church as a whole. Rising from an instructorship, he 
became dean of the Divinity School in 1923. In addi- 
tion he has had charge of various missions and par- 
ishes, been special lecturer at the Universities of Cali- 
fornia and Leland Stanford and represented his Dio- 
cese at seven General Conventions. The author of sev- 
eral important monographs, he is one of the three or 
four living Americans internationally known as an 
authority on the Semitic languages and literatures. 
The Virginia Seminary delights to honor one of the 
few great scholars whom it numbers among its sons.” 


The Rey. Harry Perks—An Appreciation 
By the Rev. Isaac Dawson 


The Rev. Harry Perks, after a prolonged illness, 
passed away at the home of his daughter, Mrs. E. R. 
Fenn, Alameda, on Monday, morning, July 18. Because 
of the serious character of his condition he retired 
from all duty about twelve years ago, when he resign- 
ed his position as vicar of Trinity Church, Hayward, 
with charge of All Saints, Elmhurst, and supervision 
of San Leandro. Before assuming charge of this exten- 
sive and important field he faithfully labored for many 
years as vicar of Christ Church, Oak Park, Sacra- 
mento, where he also acted as assistant editor and 
business manager of the diocesan paper, which then 
had a wide circulation. He also for some years filled 
the position of chaplain of Folsom Prison, where, be- 
cause of his beautiful sympathy, the many inmates in- 
carcerated there found in him a true friend in whose 
judgment they had much confidence. His duties at 
Folsom so overtaxed his strength that he was forced 
to relinquish this position in order to devote all his 
time to the growing work at Oak Park, in which 


neighborhood is located the county hospital, to the 
suffering and poor of which he gave of his strength 
and time unstintedly. 

As a fellow worker with Mr. Perks and as one who 
enjoyed his friendship for thirty years, the writer can 
honestly testify to the excellence of his character, his 
sincerity of purpose, the depth of his sympathy and 
the extent of his usefulness. As a pastor he was faith- 
ful, hopeful and patient. As a friend he was sincere 
and dependable. He never spared himself in advancing 
every noble and worthy cause—all of which will be 
readily admitted when it is remembered that he began 
his ministry under the most favorable circumstances. 
Subsequently he took a special course of study at the 
Pacific School of Religion in Berkeley and graduated 
with honors forty-two years ago. His training, there- 
fore, was of the best. As a student in England he and 
others were led in the beautiful spirit of the Master to 
go out into the lanes and highways and bring the poor 
and the maimed and the halt and the blind into the 
Kingdom of God. Among his co-workers in those days 
was the now highly-esteemed and _ internationally- 
known Dr. Campbell Morgan. It was no unusual thing 
for Harry Perks and Campbell Morgan to stand as 
comrades at the street corners and preach the un- 
searchable riches of Christ. 

About this time young Mr. Perks heard the call to 
go to distant China and there with copies of God’s 
blessed book and gospel tracts he would speak to all 
who would hear of God’s love and bestow the printed 
message for future meditation. 

Young Mr. Morgan remained in the congenial and 
cultural environment and is now deservedly famous as 
an expositor of the divine mysteries. In later years Mr. 
Perks had real joy in remembering the years of toil 
in the benighted Orient. His interest in China did not 
seem to diminish, for it is not many months since, 
though very weak, he conversed in the Chinese lan- 
guage with a young lady missionary now here on fur- 
lough from the Orient. 

The funeral service was held in Christ Church, Ala- 
meda, on Thursday, July 21, and was conducted by 
the Rev. Henry Shires and the Rev. Isaac Dawson, 
with a number of the clergy of Oakland and Berkeley 
acting as pall bearers. Much sympathy is expressed to 
Mrs. Perks and their daughters—Mrs. W. H. Hum- 
phrey and Mrs. E. R. Fenn—and their son, Lawrence, 
who holds a responsible position in Southern Califor- 
nia. He, unfortunately, was unable to be at the funeral, 
having been stricken with appendicitis and had just 
undergone an operation in a southern hospital.

The Bishop’s Page 


Four deaths during the month of 
Sorrow and Joy July have brought to the Diocese 

the realization of the way in which 
for us who share in the Christian hope sorrow and joy 
are inextricably mingled. The Rev. Harry Perks had 
been for fourteen years a member of the Diocese. He 
had served as vicar of Hayward with a faithfulness 
of purpose and a gentle beauty of life which endeared 
him to his people and brought to bear upon the com- 
munity that quiet influence for love and righteousness 
which is the choicest fruit of the Christian faith. Then 
fatal illness came slowly upon him. He had to give up 
his work. He became absolutely helpless. Hope of re- 
covery was gone. With the same gentle courage he lay 
for years awaiting his release, never complaining, al- 
ways brave, always cheerful. At last the day of sorrow 
and of joy came and he entered into the larger life, re- 
leased from his suffering and leaving for his family, his 


friends and his Church a high example of a Christian- 
like life. 


A very different experience was that of Dr. Allen. 
Although well past the age when he might have claim- 
ed the right to retirement, he had continued to carry 
his great responsibilities with vigor ana initiative until 
last spring. He was never ill. He seemed never to tire. 
He was an indefatigable parish priest. He knew his 
people in their homes. He shared their joys and their 
troubles. He was wisely old-fashioned in this sense of 
pastoral duty; but he was more than up-to-date in his 
knowledge of parish organization and in his immense 
zeal for the larger interests of the Church. St. Paul’s 
stood at the forefront of missionary-minded parishes 
in the Diocese and the Church. That was his work. It 
was his leadership too that built the new church and 
the finely-equipped, modern parish house. He gave un- 
grudgingly his service to the Diocese. Standing Com- 
mittee, General Convention, Committee on Canons, 
Cathedral Chapter—in all these and other ways we 
shall miss him. But after all, the real thing was his 
unselfish, positive, courageous, Christian character. It 


was that that counted most. Parish, Diocese, Church, 
community all mourn his loss but all rejoice in the 
abundance of his life and service and in his happy 
entrance into the land of light and joy. 

Two of our clergy and to their names let me add 
the names of two of our most distinguished laymen. 
Judge Richards of the Supreme Court had brought 
honor to his profession and honor to his Church. He 
was loyal, true, clear-headed and of an integrity and 
moral solidity which won him universal trust. He was 
to all of us an example of true Christian manhood. 

Very different in character and attainments but 
equally outstanding in his fine, Christian life was Pro- 
fessor Gayley. A scholar of international fame, a lead- 
er in the life and work of the University of California, 
an unrivalled influence among the students of that 
great institution in everything which made for char- 
acter, for righteousness and for culture of mind and 
soul, he was likewise a devoted Christian and church- 
man. He believed in religion. He believed in the vast 
power residing in the great books of religion. He re- 
vealed to countless hearers through many student gen- 
erations the beauty and inspiration of the Bible. He 
was a great friend, a great gentleman, a simple Chris- 
tian. 

It is the good example of such servants of God that 
gives us all courage, that gives life meaning and joy 
and brings increasing reality to our faith.

It was under his able leadership that the beau- 
tiful church was built in Oakland and its strength and 
influence was largely due to his efficient administra- 
tion.

Concerning The Pacific Churchman

At the March meeting of the Diocesan Council the 
Archdeacon was requested to confer with the Depart- 
ment of Publicity regarding a decrease in its annual 
appropriation and to report as to ways and means to 
make The Pacific Churchman more effective. 


The Archdeacon made a painstaking investigation 
into all aspects of the matter and at the Council’s May 
meeting presented a valuable report, the last para- 
graph of which recommended that “General Noble be 
authorized to publish an article on the subject in The 
Pacific Churchman.” Hence this article. 


For the information of recent arrivals in the Dio- 
cese and others not familiar with the affairs of The 
Pacific Churchman in former years, it should be stated 
that when, in 1916, the present publisher and business 
manager took charge there were only about 750 sub- 
scribers and payments on most of the subscriptions 
were from three to five years in arrears; $225 was due 
from advertisers but $450 was owing to the printers 
of The Churchman; monthly receipts were not suffi- 
cient to pay the cost of each issue. After several 
months under the new management all money due had 
been collected, bills paid, subscription lists revised and 
a generous friend had advanced $200 to pay the print- 
ing bill. During the next five years, under the same 
management but with a new editor in 1921, the loan 
was repaid and the number of subscribers increased to 


2300. In the last year of his life (1924) Bishop Nichols ° 


always a firm believer in the value to the Diocese of 
The Pacific Churchman, expressed his satisfaction at 
the manifest improvement in its affairs and his grati- 
tude to those responsible.

. To Thank God for Imagination and Laughter 


The service held at Liverpool Cathedral early this 
year in commemoration of Lewis Carroll, author of 
“Alice in Wonderland,” and Edward Lear, author of 
the “Book of Nonsense,” was not an isolated event but 
part of a general plan. A cathedral dedicated to Christ, 
to be a witness to the glory of His resurrection, should 
be a center of fresh springs of thought and life to peo- 
ple of every calling. 


Wholeness of life includes leisure as well as work, | 


the contacts of humor and imagination no less than 
earnestness and the sense of responsibility in our spe- 
cial calling. A writer like Lewis Carroll and an artist 
like Edward Lear who have contributed so much to 
the happiness of children can be remembered before 
God without any feeling of incongruity. Hence the 
service of thanksgiving for imagination and laughter 
of which these two are such lovable examples. On the 
Lewis Carroll centenary day a happy gathering of 
boys and girls from schools of all types assembled to 
take part in the act of worship. 

One hundred years ago—on January 27, 1832—there 
was born at Daresbury, between Warrington and 
Chester, Charles Lutwidge Dodgson. His father was 
then vicar of Daresbury and later Archdeacon of Rich- 
mond, in Yorkshire. Daresbury was Charles Dodgson’s 
home for eleven years. Though he afterward issued 
from Oxford his books, “Alice’s Adventures in Won- 
derland” and “Through the Looking Glass,” in the 
imaginary name of Lewis Carroll, it would doubtless 
have expressed a truth about the history of his quaint 
ways of thinking if he had called himself “Dares,” 
from his native place, as he first suggested. 

_ In that same year, a century ago, the Earl of Derby 
arranged that a young draughtsman of promise from 


the Zoological Gardens should come to Knowsley to 
undertake a special work. This was Edward Lear. He 
stayed at Knowsley from 1832 to 1836 and it was for 
the grandchildren of his patron that he invented the 
drawings and the verses now in his famous “Book of 
Nonsense.” 


In this cathedral house of the Friend of Little Chil- 
dren it is appropriate to note how each of these books 
of wide-world circulation arose out of affection for 
actual children. “Alice’s Adventures” were told in a 
rowing boat at Oxford to Alice Liddell and her two 
sisters, daughters of the dean of Christ Church. Canon 
Duckworth and the teller of the story were in charge 
of the party. All belonged to the cathedral, the col- 
lege, “Aedes Christi,” “The House.” 


Lewis Carroll felt that he was only an agent. “Every 
word of the dialogue came of itself,” he once said. 
“Please never praise me at all,” he told a child, “I just 
feel myself a trustee; that is all.” 


His life-long association with Christ Church as a 
lecturer and writer on mathematics began with his 
nomination to a studentship there by Dr. Pusey, the 
central figure in the Oxford religious movement of 
that time. The same age which learned that child im- 
agination has a beauty of its own and is worth culti- 
vating on its own account was also an age which was 
recalled to the truth that the fact of Christ is unique 
and that worship for the sake of worshipping Him is 


right and must be our duty, apart from any other 
motive. 


Charles Dodgson was ordained deacon. He liked 
best addressing children. But he did not proceed to 
the priesthood. He decided not to exchange his tutorial 
work for that of the pastoral charge which he felt was 
involved in the obligations of a priest.
